The Government has sold its interest 


,n the -Onion -Paci8c and is going out 
of the railroad business. 
It lost _noth 


ing on the main Hue of the Un on 
Pacjflc, bat it is thought by many that 
;t will not fare so well with the Kansa8 
Pacific, which is a branch of the main 
road and which owes the Government 
about $13,000,000. 
The experience of 


the Government itf running railroads 
has not boen very satisfactory. 
It has 


much difficulty in recovering what it 
expended in building the Pacific roads, 
and it is extremely doabtfal whether it 
will oome out even or loses ton or fifteen 
millions of dollars. 
One cause of that 


19, that instead of running the roads 
which it built, the roads run the Gov- 
ernment. The only exception to this 
rule was during the great strike in 
1894, when the Government took pos- 
session of tho. roads and used the 
United States Army nnd the United 
Stated Department of Justice to run 
them. That oxperience was not pleas- 
ant to the operators of tho roads, nor 
profitable to the roads nor to the Gov- 
ernment and it is to bo hoped thai it 
will not have to be repeated. 


It is probable, now that the mam 


line n[ the Union Pacific haa been dis- 
posed of, that there will be no moro 
railroad funding bills introduced in 
Congress. 
Arrangements will doubt- 


less bo made for the sale of the Gov- 
ernment interest in the Central Pacific 
on torma similar to those made with 
the Union Pacific. Thnt accomplished 
tho Government will have no direct in- 
terest in any railroad, but the public 
will expect it to exercise supervisory 
powers iu their interest over all rail- 
roads. 
This it has failed to do in the 


past. 
The luter-state Oornmeroe Act 


remains practically a dead letter on 
the statutes. 
The fourth section of 


that act, from which the interior ex 
pected relief, has been suspended with 
no probability that it will be enforced 
daringwthe present generation. This 
section prohibited Inter-stato transpor- 
tation companies from charging higher 
rates for a shorter than for a longer 
haul in tbo same direction over the 
same line. 
The enforcement of this 


clause would be of incalculable bene- 
fit to the interior, but as the railroads 
run the Governmout they did not in- 
tend that the people of tbe interior 
should derive special benefit from an 
act which they inadvertently permitted 
to pass through Congress, so they sus- 
pended that clause and take special 
care that it shall remain suspended. 
Nevada, therefore, haa to pay about 
three times as much for a carload of 
freight from points east of the Mis- 
souri as is charged for fi similnr car- 
load to Saoiamento, 151 miles west of 
Reno. That this is n gross injustice to 
Nevada cannot be disputed, but it ia 
an every day ocuunence and as the 
people are accustomed to it they do 
not complain.
